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Thirty-two years have passed since 
President John F. Kennedy was shot. 
But it appears the assassination and 
its aftermath will always be on trial. 
Doubt persists over who killed the 
most popular President in American 
history. 

Dal McGuirk, historian and head 
of transition education at Western 
Springs College, has been interested 
in the JFK assassination since the 
1970s. It was back then he was told 
by American friends in Germany 
that most Americans did not believe 
Kennedy was murdered by Lee Har- 
vey Oswald. 

Until this revelation, he had ac- 
cepted accounts he read in news- 
papers that supported the findings of 
the Warren Report, released after an 
inquiry into the assassination. From 
then on, Mr McGuirk read assassina- 
tion literature whenever he came 
across it. 

In 1991 he began four years’ in- 
tense correspondence with Harold 
Weisberg, author of eight books on 
the subject and the man the FBI has 
acknowledged as knowing more 
about the assassination than they do. 

Dr Weisberg believes the assas- 


sination was not properly investi- 
gated and that the US Government 
made sure the Warren Report was a 
whitewash. 

Next month Mr McGuirk will 
teach a course called The JFK Assas- 
sination, Fact and Mythology as part 
of the Western Springs College 
community education programme. 

Based on Dr Weisberg’s books and 
teaching material used in two US 
universities, the course will take a 
critical look at the evidence gathered 
by the Warren Commission, set up by 
the US Government to investigate 
the assassination. 

Important parts of the commis- 
sion’s published and unpublished evi- 
dence will be analysed in terms of 
how it affected the major conclusions 
reached by the commission. 

This course will help Mr McGuirk 
find the most appropriate documen- 
tary material for a history textbook 
he is writing about the evidence in 
the assassination investigation. 

The course starts on July 19 and 
runs for five Wednesday nights. —
